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Zoning ordinance amendment on hold in Boyne City 


m More information needed before commission will approve possibility of hotels on the waterfront 


The issue of permitting hotels on 
Boyne City’s waterfront will have to 
wait, it seems, as a last minute change 
proposed to the amendment in the 
zoning ordinance last week sent the 
item back to staff for further study. 

At last week's regular meeting of 
the Boyne City Commission, what 
started out as the second reading of a 
zoning ordinance amendment to per- 
mit hotels as a conditional use in the 
Waterfront Marina District (WMD) 
became a discussion about the 
amendment’s language pertaining lo

approved the first reading of the 


amendment at a previous regular 
meeting, city planning director Tim 
O'Leary and city attorney Jim Murray 
had addressed the need to add a mini- 
mum percentage of ground floor area 
to be utilized as retail space in any 
potential hotel to be developed in the 
WMD), in an attempt to assure a sig- 
nificant mixed usage component.

” Education Building. Head Start joins 


the Be-Four preschool program of- 
fered through the district, which took 
its place in the building in 2002, as 
well as Char-Em’s New Horizons teen 
parent education program, | 

Though a district-sponsored 


daycare program may be in the off-- 
ing, currently the district is. working 
to offer daycare options through the 


Head Start, BeFour, and infant 


daycare provided in conjunction with 
the New Horizons program. . “We 


hope to eventually expand on that,” 
said Boyne City schools superinten- 
dent Jim Cooper. ‘‘The whole vision 
of the early childhood program [in- 
cludes} from infant to school age.” 
The building, as it currently stands, 
is also home to the district’s adminis- 
trative offices and Title 1X Native 
American education program, as well 
as conference and training space for 
the Char-Em ISD, The commercial 
kitchen is used as a learning resource 


‘by the high school hospitality pro- 


gram. Space is also regularly utilized, 
Cooper pointed out, by community 
members and organizations, for a va- 
riety of public and private functions. 
“It’s constantly rented,” Cooper said: 
“That piece is really nice, We’re try- 
ing to provide community space to do 
those things, [and the community] has 
taken advantage of that.” 

That piece, he said, is.one of four 
areas discussed initially as the debate 
over a ‘three- -building versus four- 
building configuration took place.

{retail space on the first floor] as a 
minimum requirement .. . at the mo- 
ment, you'd be hard pressed to find 
[businesses] to fill anywhere near that 
kind of space.” 

In his own case, Hevey noted, 50 
percent would mean about 20,000 
square feet of retail space. “I don’t 


think the community is in the posi- 
tion to absorb this kind of retail 
space,” he said. “J just can't see it 
being a plausible scenario.” 

City manager Mike Cain noted that 
the goal of the commission, in pursu- 
ing the amendment, was to create a 
“real and vibrant mixed use on [the 
Waterfront Marina District] property, 
something that would draw people 
from other parts of the community.” 

However, more information was

Most folks who spend a year raising money for a week- 
long trip want to go somewhere for quality rest and relax- 
ation — somewhere to take full advantage of hot, lazy 
summer days, 

The Youth Group of the Boyne City Presbyterian 
Church, however, spent the last year raising money in 
order to finance an opportunity to experience community 
service at its highest level — in other words, they worked 
hard in order to work even harder. 

Meanwhile a family of five in E] Salvador had not had 
as fortunate a year. Their home, located in a village near 
the city of Chinameca, was completely destroyed by a 
mudslide. For months, the family had been living in a 
deteriorating lean-to. 

Leader Sari King, 13 youth group members and two 
adults provided a solution. The group left Boyne City on 
June 25 and spent a week in rural F] Salvador building a 
home for the family. 

But the journey truly began for the youth group last 
year when they began raising money to go on the trip. 
“We had to mow a lot of lawns,”’ said Samantha Burns, 
“but it was worth every one.” 

Several Boyne area businesses and organizations helped 
the cause. Glen’s Market donated all the supplies neces- 
sary for the group to host a spaghetti dinner with an im- 
pressive turnout. The Kiwanis Club of Boyne City also 
gave time and money. Community members sent money 
and church members made generous donations. 

Meanwhile the trip needed to be organized and planned. 
King took care of many of the preparations, but was helped 
by a philanthropic organization called Mission Discov- 
ery headquartered in Tennessee. Mission Discovery 
prepped the group before the trip on what to expect and 
sent along a translator and guide. 

Once the crew finally arrived on location, they had to 
face their most difficult task so far — building the house. 
Although King’s husband Steve traveled with the group 
and is a licensed contractor, few of the group members 
had experience in building. They also were forced to en- 
dure suffocating heat and sickness. 

“Of the 16 of us that went on the trip, 13 got sick at 
some point,” King said, “but I think I can speak for ev- 
eryone when I say it was worth it. Inconveniences like 
sickness or the language barrier were not going to stop 
US. 

Once the house was finished the family ceremonially

Specifically, a sec- 
ondary objective of the trip was to provide the children of 
the village with a week-long summer bible school. 
ery afternoon, several of the youth group members stopped 
working on the house and spent hours helping the local 
children to make crafts, sing songs, and learn bible sto- 
ries. It turned out to be something of a cross-cultural leam- 
ing experience. 

‘We were the ones putting on the school, but I enjoyed 
learning Spanish from the kids,” said youth group mem- 
ber Ben Place.

King noted that the village children enjoyed the camp 
so much, that they refused to accept the fact that the group 
had to leave. 
hearts,” she said. 

In addition to building a house and running a bible camp, 
the youth group members enjoyed interacting with the 
villagers in their spare time. “We took a couple of soccer 
balls with us, what a hit!" chaperone Andy Place said. 
According to Place, 50 to 60 children would come play 
every day from all across the mountainside. 

“They have so few belongings,” said youth group mem- 
ber David Burns. 

“It made me realize how well off we are to live in the 
United States.” 

“The major goal was to build the house, but the trip 
became so much more,” added Samantha Burns. “The 
relationships we built and the good we did became so 
much more important.” 

In addition to donating time and effort, the group do- 
nated gifts to the community members as well. 

“We all took two bags — one full of our own luggage 
ind one filled with things to give the community mem- 
King said. 

Samantha, in fact, developed a close relationship with 

me of the families and she plans on going back to visit 
ihe village next summer. She has already begun sending 
Christian music CDs to a girl her age. 

‘The consensus of the crew was that the trip was an all 
around success. ‘Everyone had their own calling, whether 
they felt the need help people, or just give service to the 
world,” said Andy Place. “But the bottom line is that this 
church should be proud of what it areranines by send- 
ing us on this trip.” 

Sari King hopes for another opportunity like this in the 
future even though she understands that the financial sup- 
port may be hard to come by. 

“It would be great to do it again,” she said. ‘These 
kids are so great — they are servant-minded and have the 
hearts of missionaries,”

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Check out water 
quality before 
you hit the beach

Summer is coming to a close. Many of us are becom- 
ing increasingly aware that we may not have spent enough 
time at the beach this season. Before you try to make up 
for lost beach time you may want to consider your beaches’ 
water quality. The Natural Resources Defense Council 
(NRDC) has just released its {3th annua! beach quality 
report. 

According to the report, nationally, there were more 
than 12,000 closures and advisories at ocean, bay, Great 
Lakes and fresh water beaches, the second highest level 
in a decade, According to NRDC, the general trend of 
more closures and advisories is due in part to better moni- 
toring. Unfortunately, better monitoring shows that pol- 
lution from sewage spills and urban, suburban, and agri- 
cultural runoff is contaminating our beaches with bacte- 
ria and other pathogens. High bacteria levels, indicating 
the presence of human or animal waste, prompted 87 per- 
cent of the closures and advisories around the country in 
2002. 

The Beach Quality report identifies Beach Buddies and 
Beach Bums. As in past years, Beach Buddies monitor 
beach water regularly, close beaches or notify the public 
when standards are exceeded, and use the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s health standards as guidelines. NRCD 
recognizes only those communities that also have taken 
significant steps to reduce beach pollution by, for example, 
improving sewage or storm water treatment, limiting 
coastal development, or preserving coastal wetlands. 
Beach Bums are communities that do not regularly moni- 
tor beach water for swimmer safety or notify the public if 
health standards are exceeded and have known stormwater 
or sewage sources that could pollute their water. These 
beaches included 19 in New York, 18 in Michigan, and 
15 in Hawaii. For the entire Beach Bum list, go to NRDC’s 
website (www.nrdc.org). Of interest to Michigan beach 
goers, the NRDC report details Michigan's approach to 
our beaches. According to the report Michigan has rec- 
ommended, but not mandated, bathing beach guidelines. 
On July 19, 2002 the governor passed a new law that re- 
quires signs to be posted at the main entrance or other 
visible location at public beaches. 

The signs must state whether or not the beach is tested 
for swimmer safety and where the results can be obtained 
(the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality posts 
monitoring results on its website at www.deq.state.mi.us/ 
beach). It does not require monitoring and does not*re- 
quire direct public notification (such as posted advisories 
or TV/radio announcements) of the test results. 

Instead, it gives local health officers the authority to 
test beach water for swimmer safety, and within 36 hours 
of the test, directly notify the department, city, village, or 
township in which the bathing beach is located, as well 
as the owner of the beach. Even if state bacterial stan- 
dards are exceeded, the law does not require direct public 
notification. Instead, it allows for the health officer to 
petition the circuit court of the county for an injunction 
ordering the beach to be closed. 

Our local beaches are tested according to the report as 
follows: Antrim County monitors all of their Great Lakes

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National news stations are 
in a ‘New York state of mind’ .

Is there anyone else out there who's beginning to won- 
der if any city but New York really exists, or is it just me? 

After watching the major networks cover the recent 
blackout, dramatically dubbed “The Blackout of 2003" 
(as in, “live coverage of the Blackout of 2003 will return 
right after these messages’), I'm convinced that New York 
is the center of the universe. Really. 

I'd actually been away from TV and radio until about 
three hours after the blackout started, but as soon as I'd 
heard about it, I tuned into CNN and began to flip be- 
tween news stations to catch up on what was happening. 
During the course of a good half-hour, though the crawler 
along the bottom of the screen occasionally mentioned 
the other major cities in total power failure, all footage 
and discussion centered on New York City. 


Checking back a couple of hours later (figuring I'd just , 


caught it at the wrong time) I again found oodles of foot- 
age and first-hand accounts of the minute-by-minute hap- 
penings in New York, but nary a mention of Detroit, Cleve- 
land or Toronto. Hmmm. 

It wasn’t, in fact, until Friday morning that I saw my 
first footage from Detroit, and that was after watching — 
you guessed it —~ more coverage of New York City. And 


- only FoxNews was carrying stories about Detroit and 


Cleveland — all other stations were still fixated solely on 
the Big Apple, from every angle possible. 

] realize New York was the largest of those cities af- 
flicted, the only one with a subway system and other 
unique features that create, in a blackout, a unique set of 
circumstances. In addition, most of the major news shows 
are based in New York City. And after 9/11, New York- 
ers certainly have a right to be skittish about anything 
that renders that city vulnerable. 

All of those facts, however, don't mean that I, the viewer 
— and millions more like me — are move interested in 
New York’s experience than anywhere else. In fact, as a 
resident of Michigan with family members in Lansing, 
Detroit, and Cleveland, I was actually pretty interested in 
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seeing Just what was happening in those locales as well. 
] mean, in avy major city, power outage can mean a host 
of things. I lived in the Detroit area long enough to know 
that it’s not necessarily a place /'d like to be when the 
lights go out. And, truly, how many video clips of dis- 
placed New Yorkers singing ‘Yellow Submarine” in Times 
Square in the wee hours of the morning did I need to see? 

This New York-centered phenomenon is nothing new, 
and predates 9/1! by along shot. Some of you may recall 
several years back, when New York City was the recipi- 
ent of a rather large amount of snow, dumped all at one 
time in a rare (for them) midwinter “blizzard.” 

You would have thought that Godzilla had crawled up 
out of the Hudson Bay for all the coverage that event got. 

For a week running, the national news consisted pri- 
marily of morning and evening updates on just how New 
Yorkers were coping with — gasp — a whole bunch of 
snow. 

Now, I'm pretty sure folks in Minneapolis/St. Paul, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and Detroit, as well as a host of 
other northern cities, deal with such occurrences on a regu- 
lar basis, without making a blip on the national radar. Not 
to mention those of us in the rugged rural climes — at the 
time, I was residing in north central Wisconsin, experi- 
encing a winter that left us with a couple feet of snow on 
the ground regularly, and occasionally with daytime highs 
of -30 degrees (windchills at high noon were 70 below 


zero). The only reaction to that was the cancelling of a- 


couple of days of school. Other than that, life went on as 
usual. And lo and behoid, we didn’t make the six o'clock 
news, 

I’m thinking it might be a good idea for somebody to 
base a major news network station somewhere away from 
New York City, somewhere smack dab in the middle of 
the country — Nebraska or Iowa, maybe, where they 
might offer a little different perspective on what actually 
interests or impacts the rest of the nation. 

I’d even settle for doing CNN out of, say, Dallas. At 
least if a blizzard hit that major city, it would be worth 
watching.

Work on EJES 
and EJHS is 
gaining steam 


(The following information has been provided by the 
East Jordan Public Schools.) 

The construction/renovation projects at the elementary 
School and the high school are really gaining steam, which 
is great news, since the start of school is “just around the 
comer.” A summary of the “progress to date” follows: 

ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 

New hot water pipes, unit ventilators, ceiling grid, light- 
ing and windows have been installed in the K-2 class- 
rooms. Painting is ongoing, and will include the doors/ 
frames. Upgraded technology cabling is being installed, 
and cabinetry will be installed soon. 

New ceiling grid, technology raceways and lighting 
have been installed in the K-2 corridor. 

The new first grade classroom and expanded school 
office are being wired and dry-watled. Carpet and tile will 
be installed soon, with furniture close behind. 

The botler room addition is 50 percent complete, and 
should be closed in by next week. Boilers are on site and 
waiting to be installed. 

- The installation of new electrical service transformers 
1s complete. 

New sidewalks and paving have been installed on 
Garfield Street, providing much-improved walkways, 
drainage and parking. 

HIGH SCHOOL 

Renovations at the existing café-torium are ongoing. 
New columns have been built and ceiling grid and accent 
bulkheads are being installed. New lighting and ceramic 
tile will follow in the next two weeks. 

The new gym floor has been installed and is being 
sanded, in preparation for painting and sealing. New 
bleachers will be installed by Labor Day. 

' Digital technology cabling is being installed in all HS 
classrooms, 

The existing gym lobby has been expanded in size to 
also serve as the entrance to the new auditorium. Lobby 
upgrades include renovated restroom facilities, new ceil- 
ing grid and lighting, new ceramic tile, and a new con- 
cession area. Trophy cases will be installed at a later date. 

The Business Services Technology and Math, Science 
and Technology Center tech labs have been completely 
remodeled with new furniture/cabinetry, paint and new 
digital video systems. The existing stage area has been 
demolished and the walls for the new school office are 
being built. Work on the office interior will continue dur- 
ing the school year. 

Masonry and structural stee! work continues on the new 
auditorium and three-classroom addition. Both will be 
closed in by winter, and will be finished later in the year.

needed to determine what percentage would be ap- 
propriate for the district. “We need the criteria to say 
yes, this is the right mix, or no, this isn’t the right mix.” 

Cain supported commissioners who suggested re- 
ferring the matter back to staff to work on improving 
the language of the amendment. “You're better off to 
do it right up front than to create more hurdles [in the 
future],” Cain said. By City Charter, the second read- 
ing of the amendment must be approved within 30 
days of the first reading; by sending the amendment 
back to staff for further research, the commission will 
need to start over with a new first reading at a later 
date, The commission passed a motion to refer the is- 
sue back to staff by a vote of 4-1, with Grunch voting 
no “on principal.” 

“I feel like we've been blindsided by this, being 
presented with this number at 50 percent at the sec- 
ond reading,” Grunch said.
